County Committee Recommends 


April Re-Vote For GG, Orange

Last night the County 
Committee for School Dis- 
rict Organization voted 
unanimously to suggest to 
Frank Gruenfelder, county 
superintendent of schools, 
to call for a re-vote April 


“19 on the $8 million bond 


issue and interim district 
or Garden Grove and Or- 
ange. 

Now only the formality of 
Gruenfelder’s final okay stands 
in the way of voters in the two 
cities getting a second chance to 
pass the issue. The committee al- 
so agreed that if Orange Coast 
College said it would campaign 
against the issue, they shou'd 
withdraw their suggestion next 
month. 

FORMULATE REPORT 


School officials represent ng 
the cities of Garden Grove and 
Orange, and Santa Ana and. Or- 
ange Coast colleges met Thurs., 
Jan. 27, to formulate the report 
from which the committee made 
their decision last night. 

Representatives from Garden 
Grove and Orange said their dis- 
tricts were still in favor of 
bringing the proposal before vo- 
ters in mid-April. 

Santa Ana stood affirmative 
on the measure. But Orange 
Coast withdrew support on the 
grounds that two Orange board 
members were publicly against it. 

The bond issue, which requires 
a two-thirds majority to pass, was 
voided by Orange voters in the 
initial election Jan. 11. Garden 
Grove passed it with a 67 per 
cent affirmative vote. Both cities 
passed the interim district. 

SPECIAL LEGISLATION 

Special legislation, according 
to Dr. John E. Johnson, SAC 
president, provided that the bond 
issue must be passed before the 
interim district could take shape. 

This move was made as an in- 
surance against the possibility 
of having a district without mon- 
ey to create a new college. 

Johnson said the forming of 
the new district would be finan- 
cially advantageous for the citi- 


zens of both Garden Grove and 
Orange. 

Present rates show that the 
citizens of the non-districted 
areas pay 51% cents per $100 of 
assessed evaluation. In Santa 
Ana tax payers are charged only 
43 cents. 

Since 1951 the rate in Garden 
Grove and Orange has steadily 
risen. But Santa Ana’s rates have 
stayed relatively steady. 

The forming of the new dis- 
trict would stabilize tax rates for 
the citizens of Garden Grove and 
Orange.

If you think you’re confused 
about student deferments and 
the draft, visit your local Selec- 
tive Service Board and see what 
real confusion is like. 

Actually the people at the 
Orange County local boards are- 
n’t befuddled about proposed 
changes in student deferment 
standards, but as Stella Crowley, 
co-ordinator of boards 133, 134 
and 135, says, “All I know is 
what General Hershey said.” 

Mrs. ‘Crowley is ‘referring to 
National Selective Service Direc- 
tor Lewis B. Hershey’s Jan. 27 
announcement that national 
tests and class standing would 
once again be used as a guide for 
the granting of student defer- 
ments, 

“Like everyone else,” says 
Mrs. Crowley, “I saw Gen. Her- 
shey on television, I heard him on 
radio, and I read about what he 
said in the papers. But, we have- 
n’t received any official word 
about changes yet.” 


AS WE SEE IT 


(EDITORIAL ANALYSIS) 


According to a Los Angeles 
“Times” article written by staff 
writer Ted Sell Jan. 29, “The 
newly ordered system is expected 
to begin affecting high school 
seniors and college students by 
spring.’’ But the county co-ordin- 
ator wasn’t “making any guess- 
es” about how soon a change 
would come if it does occur. 

Mrs. Crowley, who opened the 
county’s local branches in 1948 
recalls that when first put to use 
during the Korean War this sys- 
tem of granting deferments was 
based on both class standing and 
aptitude testing. Quickly, how- 
ever, she adds, “What it is going 
to be based on now I do not 
know.” 


Lt. Gen. Hershey is reported to 
have started negotiations with 
various testing firms, indicating 
that a joint class standing- intel- 
ligence test system will be used as 
a guideline for local boards. This 
would be much like the Korean 
testing system in which under- 
graduate students were required 
to score 70 per cent to qualify 
for deferment and students par- 
taking in graduate studies needed 
an 80 per cent rating. 

Deferments were also granted 
to war-time students whose

‘“‘We are small in number, but 


grades placed them in the upper 
half of their freshman class, the 
upper two-thirds of their sopho- 
more class, and the upper three- 
fourths of their junior class. 


Since the tests and class rating 
would effect those students wha 
are now classified a II-S and 
scores or grades would merely be 
used as guideline. This is because 
a II-S classification is based stric- 
tly on the discretion of the local 
review boards. 


The purpose of the two-fold 
guideline is to obtain an indica- 
tion of a student’s intelligence 
and his application of that intel- 
ligence. This forms a check and 
balance over the problem of dif- 
ferent degrees of excellence 
which would have to be met to be 
in the upper half of a class at 
different colleges. 


As the selective service system 
now operates, the military requi- 
sitions a certain number of men, 
and that number is sent to the 
national selective service board 
which allocates a certain number 
of requisitions to various states. 
A further allocation comes from 
the state director to the various 
local boards which in turn send 
“oreetings.”’

The library will double in area 
by the end of 1968. ‘‘As our pop- 
ulation of the university grows, 
so will the library,’’ Smith point- 
ed out. By 1973 the school will 
have a science library near the 
science structures.
